lave taken three-fourtha, and in Borne 
cases 1 have received back nothing but 
the emptv boxes. On fancy frnit shipped 
east, which brings fancy prices, it Ukes 
about half to pay freight. On lower 
grades that bring lower prices it takes 
rom three-fourtha to all of it.

and employe since the earliest times. It 
is a natural division, for some men have 
talents to plan, while others are better 
fitted to turn off larger amounts o! woik 
than others, ana tho planners naturally 
become the employers. No doubt this 
will continue always to be so. Neither 
class of men could take the place of the 
other successfully. 


We are passing out of the age of steam 


into the age of electricity. 
All things 


are changing, and none more rapidly 
than tbe conditions of material life. 
Take, for instance, the matter of appren- 
ticeship. There are many of you ia this 
audience who know how things usod to 
be in that respect, and you know how 
they ara now. 


It used to be that ono man made the 


•whole of a vehicle or utensil or machine, 
or nearly so ; that every man looked for- 
ward to becoming a master workman 
and founding a shop ot business of his 
own where he learned his trade, . or 
somewhere iu the boundless unsettled 
country. The workman then put thought 
into his work, he took prido in it, re- 
ceived praise for it. But now each man in 
a great factory does but a 'small part, but 
one turn, on a thing. 
His work is con- 


fined to one email act. He is largely hut 
a tender to a machine. And these con- 
ditions do not tend to build up an in- 
dependent manhood EB did tho old. 


SOT AGAINST MACHINERY. 


Do not misunderstand me. I am not 


against machinery. I believe in it. 1 
believe that in the providence of God 
the time will come when machinery will 
almost entirely take the place of muscle. 
And WQ need not be afraid of that timo if 
machinery in handled rightly, for we 
have found by experience that the more 
machines there are invented to do work, 
the more work there is to bo done. 
x 
If we are to reach a better state of 


things, on the basis of tbe golden rule, 
there must be on tha part of employers 
some extra thought and care, in order 
that the men may noi be made mere ma- 
chines by the character of their work, 
but may ^be- ii.'*5(i up to "a nobler mTu 
more manly state. .Employers should 
have a care for the physical welfare of 
their workmen. 


THIS is NOT "RDSFNESS." 


Think what incalculable misery may 


come from tbe sickness, disabling or 
death ol a father or mother supporting a 
family! Employers should look after 
tbe social and mental welfare of their 
workmen. One way of doing this is to 
provide reading matter for the noon 
hour. 


UERE COMES SENTIMENT. 


H don't cost much to do that- $50 a 


year will do it — and in its effect upon the 
happiness and efficiency of the workmen 
it will more than pay tbe employer hack. 
The employer has some responsibility 
and power over the moral? of hie work- 
men. He can discriminate against tho 
driukiog man, the immoral man of any 
kind, when his immorality IB known, 
He can refuse to employ such. He can 
make acquaintance with his employes, 
and take a helpful interest in whatever 
good they are interested in. (Thospeakor 
instanced eminent business men with 
hundreds of employes who did this.) _ 


A righteous scale of wages is an im- 


portant factor in the relations between 
employer and employe, and may be 
made a means of promoting that good 
will which should exist between them. 


HOT MUCH DANGER. 


1 think there is not much danger of 


the workman getting more than his due, 
and yet I have known of repeated in- 
stances where employers have been at 
cost or even loss to give work to their 
men and support to their families. 


There are three forms of the wage sys- 


tem: 
Slavery, which happily has dii- 


Appeared from, this our land ; the present 
competitive wage system; and the co- 
operative or profit sharing. 


The present competitive wage system 


ia in accordance with the prevailing po- 
litical economy; but unfortunately the 


resent political economy has no heart. 
t does not help men up. The only 
economy which can do that is the politi- 
cal economy embodied in tho golden 
rule. There will, I think, always be 
wars and rumors of wars in industry eo 
long as this competitive system of deter- 
mining wages lasts. 


WORKMEN'S oxioxs. 


1 believe in the formation ol unions by 


workmen and by employers, for pur- 
poses of protection, education, communi- 
cation ; but when they attempt to force 
each other they violate the law of God 
and cau never succeed. A man has a 
right not to work for a certain sum, bnt 
he has no right to prevent others from 
working for it. 


The employer has no more right than 


the employe "to use force. 


I believe the true wage system ia that 


of profit sharing, by which the employe 
secures an interest in the bueineea. It 
has been tried in England, France, Bel- 
gium, Wales and the United States, and 
has almost everywhere, where honestly 
tried and persisted in, proved a success 
in its moral influence on workman and 
on the relations between employer and 
employe. 


Employer and workman would each 


learn much by changing places ; let car 
driver and public, physician and pa- 
tient, pariflhoners and preacher change 
places, and each will see things in a new 
light. 


And on I again hold up to you the 


golden rule. If WQ would each and all 
take it into and apply it to our daily life 
how greatly would human life be bet- 
tered and human harmony and happi- 
ness he increased.

He Predicts a Crop Before the Seed 


Has Been Sown—Good Advice 


to Growers. 


To tho Editor of The- Republican. 


I notice eome of tbe papers of our val- 


,oy aro beginning tbe eame old style of 
advertising, viz: Before tho fruit IG 
even net on our orchards, or the first leaf 
aas spronted on our vines, thoy begin to 
harp on the immense crops in atore for 
us tho corning season. This crop, they 
tell us, will average anywhere from 25 tu 
100 per cent above tLe crop of the past 
season. Now I protest against any such 
advertising. Is it any wonder that the 
eastern fruit dealers make capital out of 
men. statements,fand boldly tell ns tbat 
the enormous crop in view in our great 
valley is enough to overatock the mar- 
kets of the world? 


I hope teat our Fresno county papers 


will uae some judgment in this direction 
daring the coming season, and that they 
wait until the actual results of our vino- 
yards may bo approximately estimated, 
For in my judgment the continuous brag- 
ging of our papers, setting forth the mag- 
nitude of oar prospective crops, tends to 
depreciate tbe prices of our orchard and 
vineyard products. 


Will not our county papers consider 


this matter, and handle it judiciously Ihe 
coming season, and rather let us wait 
until the results from oar labors aro in 
oar pockets in dollals and cents, and 
then, when we aro safely out of the 
woede, we may crow.

Progress of Missionary Work on 


That Historic Soil-Baptists 


Should Hare the Call. 


Several dozen extra chairs were placed 


in the auditorium of the Baptist church 
laet Sunday night to accommodate the 
crowd that assembled to hear Rev. Dr. 
Melchonian lecture on Armenia and 
missionary work therein. 


The doctor ia an Armenian and was 


educated in Philadelphia for the active 
duties of a miesionary's life. He ap- 
peared on tho platform with his daughter, 
both dressed in the rich and picturesque 
Turkish costume. 


After the opening services by the Rev. 


Dr. DaWitt Miss Melchouiau sang in the 
Armenian tongue the hymn, "Whata 
Friend I Have in Jesua," accompanying 
herself on the or^au, and at the close of 
the lecture eha sang a hymn in the 
Turkish language. 


Dr. Melehonian began by calling at- 


tention to the larga number of Arme- 
nians that have settled in this country, 
and showed on a large map the outlines 
and topographical features of the country 
whence they came. The Congregational 
missionaries in that country have se far 
come into contact with Armenians alone 
and with a few Greeks. They have not 
yet succeeded in making a Baptist con- 
vertion in Turkey and have net organ- 
ized a Baptist church there at all. 


Armenia was a free country about five 


hundred years ago, but it is now under 
the rule of three different powers, each 
of which governs a part oi it. Turkey 
governs a part ol Armenia containing 
about a million and a half souls ; Russia 
has the same number of subjects in an- 
other part and Peisia has about as many 
more. 
Armenia claims the undisputed honor 


among biblical students of being tho 
cradle of the huoiau raco, the Garden of 
Eden having been in that country. The 
Knphrates, Tigris, Gehon and Tieon 
rivers, which spring from the river that 
flows through tho Garden of Eden aie in 
Armenia. So is Mount Ararat 18,000 
feet above tho level of the soa. and on 
which the ark of Noah rested after the 
waters of the deluge had uubsided. 


This mountain stands AS the boundary 


between the possessions of the three 
governing powers of Armenia. At the 
Foot of Mount Ararat was the first vine- 
yard planted by Noah and where he 
drank the first wine of bis vineyard. 
The village that was built on the aite of 
the vineyard remained until 1S40, in 
which year it was destroyed by the over- 
flow from a. volcano. 
£,The Armenians are a vory shrewd peo- 
ple, with a natural aptitude for business, 
and they have been called the Yankees 
of that part of the country, and because 
of their peaceable disposition they have 
been named also the Quakers of Asia. 
They are not at all a warlike people, but 
when cornered and forced to defend 
*hemselvcc ;.kJ--kEJTo is their favorite 
weapon. 
• 
• - 
• 
Tho Armenian language isoriginal and 


complete, and the alphabet contains 
thirty-eifzht letters. It is a language 
very easily learned. A kind of nominal 
Christianity pervades the country, the 
prevailing religion being that of tho 
Evangelical church organized by Dragor 
Illuminator, some of the ritual being 
borrowed from tho Catholic, tbe Greek 
and the Kuseiau churches. 


When tho missionaries first went to 


Turkey they thought they would only try 
to reform thn church, for indeed the Ar- 
menian church needs nothing but refor- 
mation, und il reformed it would be very 
like tbe Baptist church, because it hus 
no other form of baptism than by im- 
mersion. The Congregational mission- 
aries have organized many Armenian 
Evangelical churches and now they have 
25,000 converts. The Episcoiialians, tho 
Baptists, the Methodists and tbe Mor- 
mons have some converts there. 


"So," added the doctor, namely, "we 


Imve tried to follow your example in 
having PO many different denominations 
of the Christian church. I don't know 
whether it is good or bad for us, but it is 
:o he hoped that we will accept what is 
tbe best." ___M^^

The jury in the caaa of Annie Dunham 


against C. C. Crawford, uuit for breach of 
promise, disagreed last evening and the 
fair plaintiff will have to mate another 
attempt for tho f?0,000 sue claims for 
damaged affectiona.
